The Hiles' Compulsory Educational 

Mr. J. B. Hiles, the Representative 
from Bracken oonnly, succeeded in get- 
bis oompulsory eduoational bill 
through the Honae after a hot fight. 
Mr. Hiles saya tbat he was elected on a 
pledge to pnsb. tbe bill to ita passage, 
and, naturally, be feela quite jubilant 
ir his success.

'That every parent, gnardian or oth- 
peraon in tbe State of Kentuoky,
